At the request of some of its 
readers, the ‘‘Pioneer’’ has written 
to the Department relative to the 
cutworm menace arid secured infor- 
matien and advice which may be of 
service to many locally. 

The pale western cutworm, which is 
well known to many farmers in the 
southern portion of the province, has 
made its appearance in destructive 
numbers over a soinewhat extended 
area in the central portion of the prov- 
ince, and the provincial department of 
agriculture is taking steps to cope with 
the situation by-distributing literature 
to the farmers which give the various 
methods used to reduce the losses from 
the pests. 

From a somewhat rapid investiga- 
tion of the infested regions, it would 
appear that the worst affected region 
is along the Red Deer river in the 
Hand Hills district, while the south 
is reported to be almost free from 
the pest. 

The fellowing report has been is 
sued by the department: 

The eggs from which the cutworms 
hatch are laid by a moth in soil that 
has a dusty surface in August and the 
first half of September. They vive 
never laid on weeds, neither are they 
laid in soil that has a slight crust on 
the surface at that time of the year. 
This is a very important thing to re- 
member. 

In the spring these exys hatch into 
cutworms that feed entirely under- 
ground, They never come above 
ground by day. unless the soil is very 
hard or is wet to the surface. When 
they are 14 inches long they are full 
grown, and they burrow more deeply 
into the ground and there turn into 
the moths that will again lay eres in 
the following fal). 

Pale western cutworms will feed cn 
all classes of field crops. Flax is not 
immune, and suffers, if anything, more 
than grain crops.
